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C  t 1 HE  fatal  effects  of  heBic  and flow 
fevers  are  fo  well  known ,  and  have 
heen  fo  often  lamented ,  that  an  attempt 
to  throw  fome  new  lights  on  the  practice 
of  phyfic ,  with  refpeB  to  the  proper 
treatment  of  th of e  dif order s9  will \  I  hope 9 
need  no  apology . 

I  have  for  many  years  praBifed ,  with 
great  fnccefs ,  a  method  of  treating  heBic 
and  fow  fevers — both  of  the  low  kindy 
inclining  to  the  nervous  y  and  of  the  inflam¬ 
matory y  which  attends  the  pulmonary  con  - 
fumpt ion — different  from  that  which  has 

A  2  leen 
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books .  This  I  have  intended  for  fome 
time  to  lay  before  the  public ;  but  a  feries 
of  ill  health  has  prevent  edme:  and ,  though 
I  am  now  little  qualified  for  the  bufnefs 
of  writing ,  yet  I  am  Jo  convinced  of  the 
great  ejficacy  of  the  medicines  I  am  about 
to  propofe ,  that  I  cannot  leave  the  world * 
without  doing  all  in  my  power  to  bring 
them  into  a  more  general  ufe.  I  jhall> 
therefore ,  after  having  defcribed  themy 
and  mentioned  the  different  difeafes  to - 
which  they  have  been  applied,  produce  a 
number  of  plain  faBs,  in  confirmation  of 
what  I  have  advanced .. 


/  am  not  ignorant ,  that  fome  thing,  like- 
the  firft  formula,  has  been  ufed  by  fome 
phyficians ,  in  the  cure  of  intermittentsr 
where  either  the  bark  has  failed,  or 

fome 
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feme  particular  fymptom  or  circumjlatice 
has  forbidden  its  ufe.  But  the  various 
combinations  of  thefe  medicines  in  the 
different  formulae  of  them ,  and  the  great 
number  and  variety  of  cafes  I  have  fuc- 
cefsfully  applied  them  to ,  mufl,  I  think ,  be 
acknowledged  to  be  new,  and  will,  I hopey 
be  not  unworthy  of  the  public  attention. 

Since  I  have  retired  hither  y  f  now  above 
eight  years J  I  have  readily  given  advice 
to  the  poor  y  who,  being  much  expofed  to 
injuries  from  the  weather,  fatigue,  and 
other  circumfances,  are  more  particu¬ 
larly  fubjedl  to  colds ;  which,  by  ne- 
gledt,  often  degenerate  into  the  fow 
hedlic,  attended  with  a  hard  and  dry 
cough,  and  many  alarming  fymptoms . 
I  have,  by  this  means,  had  an  opportu - 
nity  of  afcertaining  the  virtues  and 
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vfes  of  thefe  medicines ,  in  a  great  vefi 
riety  of  infances . 

I  am  well  aware ,  many  wrj 

ingenious  and  worthy  perfons,  who  have 
early  imbibed ftrong  notions  of  the  heat¬ 
ing  nature  of  feel,  and  its  prepara¬ 
tions,  will  be  apt  to  condemn  the  prac¬ 
tice  here  recommended .  But  the  cafe , 
which  I  foal l  add  as  an  appendix  to  thefe 
obfervations,  will,  I  hope,  tend  to  re¬ 
move  their  prejudices  on  this  fubjedi, 
efpecially  with  regard  to  that  particu¬ 
lar  preparation  of  feel,  which  fo  fre¬ 
quently  occurs  in  the  following  pages . 

Others,  perhaps,  frojn  reafoning  upon 
chemical  principles ,  on  the  adiion  of 
the  two  [alts,  one  upon  another,  may 
fuppofe  that  the  fait  of  feel  is  fo  far 
neutralized  by  the  alcaline  fait  f  which 
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is  joined  to  it  in  the  medicine J  as  to 
: precipitate  an  ochre  of  no  efficacy .  But 

I  cannot  think ,  that  this  reafoning  is  by 

\ 

any  means  conclufve ,  or  can  determine 
the  effects  of  a  medicine ,  when  taken 
into  the  body ;  where ,  in  mixing  with 
the  juices  of  the  flomach  and  intefiines , 
it  may  undergo  an  alteration ,  which  no 
analyfs ,  out  of  the  body ,  can  af certain . 

After  all ,  as  it  is  generally  acknow¬ 
ledged,  that,  in  matters  of  this  kind, 
experience  is  a  furer  guide  than  theory  4 
and fpeculative  reafoning,  I  fhould  hope, 
that  a  fair  trial  of  the  medicines  may 
ef'e  {dually  remove  any  prejudices  againfi 
them . 

With  regard  to  the  treatife  upon  he¬ 
morrhages,  fnce  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
objection  that  can  be  made  to  the  me¬ 
thod 
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thod  of  cure  which  is  there  recommen¬ 
ded \,  I  fall  not  trouble  the  reader  with 
any  previous  remarks  on  that  fubjedi . 

Tdhe  learned  and  ingenuous  of  the  pro- 
fefion  will  candidly  .  overlook  any  de¬ 
feats  or  inaccuracies,  that  may  occur 
in  the  following  treatifes ,  which  were 
drawn  up  m  an  advanced  age,  and  under 
the  difadv  ant  ages  of  bad  health  and  Jpi - 
rits ;  without  any  view  to  fame  or  in- 
terefl,  but  folely  from  a  defre  of  adding 
my  mite  towards  the  improvement  of 
medicine,  and  the  good  of  mankind .

If  thefe  my  bef  endeavours  fall  be,  in 
any  degree,  fubfervient  to  the  ends  pro - 
pofed,  I  fall  have  my  reward .

THE  caufes  and  fymptoms  of 
he6lic  and  flow  fevers,  which 
are  extremely  various  and  complica¬ 
ted,  have  been  fo  accurately  defcribed 
by  feveral  medical  writers,  that  a  re¬ 
cital  of  them  here  would  be  unnecef- 
fary.  I  fhall  therefore  proceed  to  lay 
before  the  reader,  in  the  cleared:  and 
mod  concife  manner  I  am  able,  what

I  have  found  moft  beneficial  in  the 
cure  pf  t?hofe  diforders. 

In  heftic  fevers,  not  attended  with 
any  great  degree  of  heat  and  third:, 
and  which  do  not  fhew  manifeft  figns 
of  inflammation,  I  have  long  ufed  .the 
following  medicine  :

inade  up  fometimes  —  by  rubbing  the  fait  of 
wormwood  with  the  myrrh,'  and  adding  the 
waters,  and  then  the  fait  of  fteel  ;  and  fome¬ 
times — by  firft  rubbing  the  myrrh  fine  with  the 
fait  of  wormwood,  then  adding  the  fait  of  fteel, 
and  after  rubbing  them  a  little  together,  quickly 
pouring  in  the  waters.  * 

I  have  not  been  fenfible  of  any  difference  in 
the  effedf,  in  which foever  of  the  three  ways  the 


medicine  was  made  up.  Yet,  upon  carefully  com¬ 
paring  together  the  feveral  compofitions,  that, 
in  which  the  fait  of  wormv/ood  wTas  firft  rubbed 
with  the  myrrh,  the  waters  then  added,  and  the 
fait  of  fteel  laft  of  all,  plainly  appeared  to  me  the 
moft  uniform  mixture.  It  kept  its  colour  much 
longer  on  ftanding  ;  depofited  a  lighter  fedi- 
ment;  and  upon  being  fhaken,  united  more 
eafily  than  either  of  the  other  two ;  and  it 
therefore  may  deferve  the  preference.

This  proportion  of  the  fimple  and 
fpirituous  water  will,  with  care,  dif- 
folve  the  myrrh  entirely  ;  which  is  a 
circumftance  that  fhould  he  attended 
to,  fince  by  that  means  the  medicine 
will  fit  lighter  on  the  ftomach,  and 
probably  pafs  more  readily  into  the 
blood.  I  have,  indeed,  lately  found, 
that  the  folution  may  be  made  with¬ 
out  any  fpirituous  <  water,  if  at  any 
time  it  fhould  be  thought  too  heating; 
though  I  am  in  doubt,  whether  it  will 
agree  fo  well  with  the  ftomach  of  pa¬ 
tients  in  general.

The  myrrh  may  gradually  be  en- 
creafed  to  feventeen  or  eighteen  grains 
for  a  dofe ;  the  fait  of  wormwood  to 
ten,  and  the  fait  of  fleel  to  four. 
But  it  is  always  bed:  to  begin  with 
fmall  dofes ;  and  as  the  fymptoms 
abate,  to  give  two  draughts  a-day, 
each  containing  eighteen  or  twenty 
grains  of  myrrh ;  twelve  of  fait  of 
wormwood  ;  and  five  or  fix  of  fait  of 
fteel ;  which  is  the  largeft  dofe  I  have 
given.  Although  this  medicine  may, 
at  firft  fight,  appear  to  be  naufeous, 
yet  I  have  fcarce  ever  found  it  rejected

matter  from  a  fucceflion  of  abceffes— 
After  large  hemorrhages,  which  leave 
behind  them  a  flow  fever — In  inter- 
mitten  ts,  where  either  the  bark  has 
failed,  or  may  have  been  improper  to 
be  given — And  alfo,  where  the  inter¬ 
mittent  has  been  removed,  and  a  flow, 
lurking  fever  remains,  attended  with

weaknefs,  4®fs  of  appetite,  deje&ion 
of  fpirits,  and  night-fweats — In  fhort, 
i  may  venture  to  fay,  in  almoft  every 
cafe,  where  the  bark  may  feem  to  be 
indicated,  but  where  either  its  difagree- 
ing  with  the  ftomach,  or  fome  par¬ 
ticular  circumftance  forbids  its  ufe. 

In  intermittent s,  I  have  generally 
given  it  four  times  a  day,  with  ra¬ 
ther  a  lefs  dofe  of  myrrh,  and  a 
larger  of  fait  of  wormwood ;  and  I 
have  always  ordered  chamemel-nower 
tea  to  be  drunk  with  it,  or  between 
the  dofes.

In  the  fever,  which  often  accom-? 
panics  that  kind  of  tnadnefs  which  in¬ 
clines  to  melancholy,  and  is  attended 
with  a  reftlefnefs  and  anxiety,  I  have

be  of  fervice,  having  feen  an  inftance 
of  this  kind,  where  it  gave  much  re¬ 
lief.— A  woman,  in  this  ftate,  had  not 
flept  for  a  long  time,  and  was  very 
coftive.

this  medicine  a  fair  trial,  1  fhouid 
hope  that  they  would,  in  many  cafes, 
find  it  beneficial. 

It  is  fometimes  doubtful,  whether 
the  fever  is  more  of  the  inflammatory 
kind,  or  of  the  flow  heftic.  In  that 
cafe,  I  generally  began  with  this  me¬ 
dicine;  and  if  it  did  not  anfwer,  gave 
that  with  nitre,  &c.  to  be  mentioned 
hereafter.  If,  on  the  contrary,  I  had 
begun  with  the  nitrous,  and  found  it 
did  not  fucceed,  I  then  had  recourfe  to 
the  former.  B  at  I  generally  gave  a 
gentle  purge  firft,  in  order  to  cleanfe 
the  firft  paffages,  and  prevent  the  me¬ 
dicine  from  running  off  by  ftool ;  un- 
lefs  the  patient  was  much  weakened, 
and  the  bowels  were  in  good  order.

fixty  drops  of  paregoric  elixir  may  be 
given  at  bed-time  in  a  glafs  of  water ; 
(though  I  have  not  often  found  occa- 
fion  for  it)  but  if  that  fhould  make  the 
expectoration  more  difficult,  a  draught 
with  oxymel  of  fquills,  oil  of  fweet  al¬ 
monds,  and  a  fufficient  quantity  of  pa¬ 
regoric  elixir,  or  the  like,  according 
to  the  difcretion  of  the  phyfician,  will 
generally  obviate  that  inconvenience.

I 
ordered  her  this  medicine ;  and,  af¬ 
ter  fhe  had  taken  about  fixteen  dofes 
of  it,  fhe  became  perfectly  welh 

A  MAN,  about  twenty-five  year? 
of  age,  having  had  feveral  fucceflive 
abcefles,  was  much  reduced  by  the 
long  and  copious  difcharge  of  matter 
from  them,  and  had  a  remittent  fe¬ 
ver  ;  wdiich  was  entirely  removed  by 
this  medicine,  after  he  had  taken  large 
quantities  of  the  bark,  both  in  de¬ 
coction  and  fubftance,  without  any 
fuccefs.  He  took  about  four  grains  of 
fait  of  fteel,  ten  of  fait  of  wormwood,

A  COOPER,  of  this  town,

and  had  a  ghaftly  countenance,  a 
quick  pulfe,  a  hot  and  dry  fkin,  and 
a  hard,  dry,  and  hollow  cough.  I 
did  not  think  it  poffible  to  do  him  any 
good ;  however,  I  prefcribed  for  him 
the  myrrh  mixture  abovementioned, 
nine  dofes,  one  dofe  to  be  taken  in  the 
morning,  afternoon,  and  at  night ; 
the  whole  containing  two  drachms  of 
myrrh,  three  fcruples  and  a  half  of  fait 
of  wormwood,  and  thirty-fix  grains 
of  fait  of  fteel— and  an  oily  emulfian

for  his  cough,  confifting  of  oil  of 
fweet  almonds,  gum  arabic  diffolved 
in  water,  a  little  flrong  cinnamon 
water,  and  fyrup  of  marfh-mallows  ; 
a  fmall  fpoonful  to  be  taken  occa- 
fionally. 

As  I  heard  no  more  from  him,  I 

concluded  that  he  was  dead ;  but  about 

♦ 

ten  or  eleven  weeks  after,  his  father 
came,  by  the  defire  of  his  fon,  to  tell 
me  he  was  well,  and  to  thank  me. 
I  afterwards  enquired  about  him  of 
the  apothecary,  who  told  me,  that 
the  patient,  after  having  taken  feve- 
ral  bottles  of  the  myrrh  mixture, 
became  quite  well :  but  that  upon  his 
going  into  Merfey-ifland,  to  work 
among  the  oyfters,  in  November,  his 
fever  had  returned  :  he  had  there¬ 
fore

fore  fent  to  him  for  a  few  bottles 
more,  which  had  perfectly  recovered 
him. 

N.  B .  The  proportion  of  the  myrrh 
was  rather  lefs  here  than  what  I  ufu- 
aily  give ;  and  had  I  feen  this  patient 
again,  I  fhould  have  encreafed  it  to 
two  drachms  and  a  half,  or  perhaps 
more. 

A  YOUNG  MAN,  who  was  juft 
recovered  from  a  long  and  dangerous 
fever,  and  was  able  to  walk  about, 
continued  weak  and  low,  and  had  pro- 
fufe  night-fweats.  I  ordered  him  the 
myrrh  mixture ;  of  which  he  took 
only  eight  or  nine  dofes ;  and  was 
reftored  to  good  health.

Another  perfon  came  to  me  under 
the  very  fame  circumftances  j  and  was 
cured  by  the  fame  medicine. 


I  WAS  DESIRED  to  confult  with 

another  phylitian,  fince  dead,  on  the 

/ 

cafe  of  a  young  lady  of  this  town,  con- 
ftitutioiially  tender  and  delicate.  She 
had  been  ill  fix  weeks,  and  had  labour¬ 
ed  under  the  moil  violent  hyfleric  dif- 
orders,  which  had  brought  her  into  an 
extreme  degree  of  weaknefs.  She  had 
taken,  during  that  time,  all  the  ufuai 
medicines,  without  effedl.  She  had 
fcarce  any  Heap  ;  opiates  hurried  her 
exceedingly,  without  producing  the 
defired  end.  All  the  medicines,  of  the 
fetid  tribe,  only  encreafed  her  diforder: 
the  peruvian  bark,  and  various  things 

of

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of  the  cordial  kind,  had  proved  ineffec¬ 
tual.  She  had  profufe  fweats;  which 

lafted  every  day  twelve  hours  at  leaft. 

*  * 

She  voided  a  large  quantity  of  pale 
urine ;  had  great  third:  and  no  appe¬ 
tite  ;  and  twice  in  the  time,  had  vio¬ 
lent  fpafmodic  retchings  ;  but  was 
fupported  by  weak  broths,  of  which 
fhe  drank  very  plentifully.  Her  pulfe 
was  quick  and  low,  and  her  heat  mo¬ 
derate.  She  was  fo'  low  and  weak, 
as  to  be  near  fainting  after  having 
anfwered  me  a  few  queftions. 

I  propofed  to  give  her  the  follow¬ 
ing  draughts,  which  were  accordingly 
ordered.

She  found  immediate  relief  from 
ttiefe  draughts,  and  took  them  thus, 
for  two  days ;  and  then,  one  every 
eight  hours,  with  a  drachm  of  myrrh, 
half  a  drachm  of  fait  of  wormwood, 
and  twelve  grains  of  fait  of  fteel,  for 

four 
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four  draughts.  Thefe  {he  took  be¬ 
tween  two  and  three  weeks,  and  no 
other  medicine  whatfoever,  till  her 
complaints  were  all  removed,  except 
weaknefs.  She  drank  affes  milk  with¬ 
in  a  few  days  after  fhe  began  the 
draughts  $  and  when  fhe  left  them 
off,  took  a  cold  infufion  of  the  bark 
to  ftrengthen  her  ftomach,  continu¬ 
ing  the  affes  milk  till  fhe  was  in-* 
tirely  recovered. 

I  ought  perhaps  to  apologize  for 
the  following  relation ;  yet,  as  it  is 
fo  much  to  my  purpofe,  I  cannot  for¬ 
bear  laying  it  before  the  reader. 

A  PERSON  in  a  retired  village,  of 
undoubted  veracity,  to  whom  I  had 

C  z  commu- 
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communicated  the  ufe  of  this  medi¬ 
cine  for  the  purpofe  of  relieving  the 
fick  poor  in  the  neighbourhood*  in¬ 
formed  me  it  had*  on  many  occafions, 
been  of  great  fervice ;  and  fent  me  the 
following  account*  as  a  remarkable 
proof  of  it. 

“  A  YOUNG  LABOURING 
MAN  was  feized  in  the  autumn 
“  with  an  ague,  for  which  he  took  the 
bark  in  large  quantities,  and  other 
se  medicines.  They  did  not  remove 
“  the  ague,  but  only  leffened  it ;  and 
“  the  fits  came  very  irregularly.  He 
“  continued  in  this  way  till  the  mid- 
die  of  February,  when  I  happened 
“  to  call,  and  found  him  fo  low  and 
“  weak*  that  he  could  fcarce  'walk. 

“  His 
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€C  His  mother  told  me,  he  had  fiich 
fvveats  in  the  night,  that  the  drops 
€C  flood  on  his  head  and  face,  like 
“  peas,  and  that  fhe  was  obliged 
to  lhift  him.  I  bid  her  take 
“  him  up  and  drefs  him,  as  foon 
“  as  fhe  found  the  fweats  com- 
44  ing  on.  I  gave  him  the  myrrh 
<e  draughts;  three  pints  of  which 
<c  quite  cured  him/’  viz.  about  twen¬ 
ty-four  dofes. 


A  GENTLEMAN  of  this  place, 
near  fixry  years  of  age,  had  for  feveral 
“winters  paft  been  troubled  with  a 
violent  cough,  which  fhook  his  whole 
frame,  and  weakened  him  very  much. 

About  the  beginning  of  January 

* 

1 775,  he  was  feized  with  fome  of  the 

C  3  ufual 
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ufual  fymptoms  of  a  diabetes,  which 
gradually  encreafmg,  he  had  a  flow 
fever,  an  intenfe  and  almofl:  conti¬ 
nual  thirfl:,  a  conftant  drynefs  and 
clamminefs  in  his  mouth,  with  a 
white  frothy  fpittje ;  and  he  voided  a 
large  quantity  of  urine,  which  fmelt 
like  violets,  and  tailed  as  if  fweetened 
with  fugar  or  honey  ;  all  which  fymp¬ 
toms  rendered  him  very  faint  and 
weak ;  and  he  became  much  emacir 
ated.  He  took  decoflions  of  the 
bark  in  large  quantities,  which  feemed 
at  flrft  to  relieve  him;  and  he  ufed 
for  his  common  drink,  Briftol  water 
with  port  wine.  He  next  took  Am¬ 
ple  lime-water,  with  the  tinfture  of 
the  bark,  and  the  tindlure  of  can- 
tharides.

Towards  the  latter  end  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  I  was  confulted,  together  with 
Dr.  Hoflack,  an  ingenious  phylician 
of  this  place.  We  ordered  him  thofe 
tindlures  in  Briflol  water  and  port 
wine,  and  alfo  alum  whey ;  and  af¬ 
terwards,  the  bark  in  fubftance  and 
terra  japonica ,  with  alum  whey ;  but 
all  without  effeft,  for  he  daily  grew 
weaker,  and  more  emaciated.  We 
then  ordered  him  the  following :

+411  his  fymptoms  abated  immedi¬ 
ately  on  his  taking  this  medicine, 
which  he  continued  from  the  18th 

of  March  to  the  4th  of  April,  when

his  principal  complaints  were  all  re¬ 
moved,  except  weaknefs,  and  rather 
too  much  urine,  which  might  be  oc- 
calioned  by  the  parts  not  having  reco¬ 
vered  their  tone.  He  therefore  took

alternately,  the  deel  wine,  and  elixir 
one  day,  and  the  rhubarb  the  next, 
till  he  had  ufed  two  ounces  of  the 
wine*  He  then  took  only  a  fcruple 
of  rhubarb  every  other  morning  for 
three  weeks,  when  he  became  quite 
well,  and  dill  continues  fo,

The  following  cafe,  though  not 
falling  under  my  own  infpeflion,  yet 
as  it  was  treated  in  the  manner  here

recommended,  and  comes  from  a  per- 
fon  of  unquedionable  veracity,  will, 
I  hope,  not  be  thought  improper  to 
be  inferted.

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A  SURGEON  of  eminence,  who 
lives  feveral  miles  from  hence,  many 
years  ago  brought  up  to  me,  in  Lon¬ 
don,  a  young  man  with  a  heciic  fever 
and  cough,  for  whom  I  prefcribed  the 
draughts  with  myrrh,  fait  of  worm¬ 
wood,  and  fait  of  Reel,  &c.  On  which 
occafion  he  became  fo  well  convinced 
of  their  good  efiedts,  that  he  has  ufed 
them  ever  iince  with  very  great  fatif- 

i 

fadlion. — Since  I  retired  to  this  place, 
he  told  me,  that  by  means  of  thefe 
draughts,  with  the  addition  of  the 
iimple  tindlureof  the  bark,  he  had  cured 
a  man  of  an  obftinate  diabetes ,  in  which 
he  had  been  attended,  without  fuccefs, 
by  an  able  and  experienced  phyfician. 
Whilft  I  was  writing  thefe  papers,  I 
defired  him  to  fend  me  (that  I  might 

be 
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be  exadt  in  the  dofes)  the  receipt  of 
the  draughts  which  he  gave  him;  and 
it  was  this —

He  took  no  other  medicine  than  this; 
and  became  quite  well.  Some  years 
after,  he  had  a  fmall  return  of  his  difor- 

der; 


der;  but  on  taking  the  fame  draughts  a 
few  days,  he  got  perfectly  free  from  it. 

If  the  hedtic  is  occafioned  by  any 
confiderable  decay  of  fome  vijcus?  it  is 
not  probable  that  any  medicine  can 
effeft  a  cure.  Yet,  even  in  this  cafe, 
fomething  fhould  be  attempted  in  or¬ 
der  to  mitigate  the  fymptoms,  and  al¬ 
leviate  the  complaints.  And  whatever 
will  contribute  moij  to  retard  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  putridity,  fupport  the  vis 
vitae 9  and  reprefs  the  febrile  heat,  will, 
of  courfe,  prove  the  beft  palliative.

I  HAD  a  proof  of  the  good  effects 
of  this  medicine  on  fuch  an  unhappy 
occafion,  in  the  inftance  of  a  lady, 
who  having  had  a  flow  hedtic  fever 


near 
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near  a  year,  had  taken  many  medi¬ 
cines  during  that  time,  without  any 
material  benefit.  But  by  the  ufe  of 
thefe  draughts  for  about  a  month,  all 
her  complaints  were  rsmo^ed,  and  the 

A 

difeafe  was  fo  far  checked,  as  to  give 
her  and  the  family  great  hopes  of  a 
cure.  However,  it  appeared  evidently 
from  the  extreme  flownefs  and  gradual 
progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  that  there  had 
been,  from  the  beginning,  a  decay  of 
fome  of  the  vifcera ,  which  at  length 
occafioned  her  death. 


In  hectics  of  the  inflammatory  kind, 
attended  with  great  heat  and  thirft, 
flufhings  in  the  face,  a  hard  pulfe,  hot 
and  dry  fkin,  a  hard  and  dry  co  ugh,  with 
difficult  expectoration,  I  have  found  a 
happy  effeCt  from  the  following  medi¬ 


cine. 
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cine,  after  having  taken  away  fome 
blood,  and  cleanfed  the  firft  paffages, 
as  beforementioned :

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I  muft  not  omit  to  mention  in  this 
place,  that  bleeding  fhould  be  repeated 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  fymp- 
toms,  which  muft  be  left  to  the  dif- 
cretion  of  the  phyfician. 

If  this  medicine  fhould  happen  to 
purge,  fixteen  or  twenty  grains  of 
oyfter-fhell  powder  in  each  dofe  will 
generally  prevent  it ;  if  not,  two  or 
three  drops  of  the  thebaic  tincture 
may  be  added.

A  YOUNG  LADY  at  Hampftead, 
about  eighteen  years  of  age,  after  ha¬ 
ving  recovered  from  a  pleurify,  for 
which  fhe  had  been  feveral  times  bled, 
was  feized  with  a  burning  he£tic  fever, 
attended  with  a  hard  and  dry  cough, 
difficult  expectoration,  fluffiings  in 

the 
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the  fare,  a  hot  and  dry  fkin,  and  a 
quick  pulfe.  I  ordered  her  draughts, 
with  fifteen  grains  of  myrrh,  four 
grains  of  fait  of  fteel,  and  from  eight 
to  ten  grains  of  nitre,  to  be  taken’ 
twice  or  three  times  a-day,  which,  as 
fhe  lived  out  of  town,  I  left  to  the 
difcretion  of  her  apothecary;  fo  that, 
perhaps,  fne  might  take  but  two 
draughts  a-day ;  at  lead:,  at  firft.  She 
ufed  befides,  whenever  fhe  coirghed* 
or  wanted  to  expedforate,  a  fmall 
quantity  of  an  oily,  peftoral  mixture, 
made  agreeably  acid.  In  about  a: 
week’s  time,  I  advifed  her  to  go  into 
her  native  air,  near  fixty  miles  from 
town,  and  to  drink  affes  milk  with 
teftaceous  powders,  continuing  the 
ufe  of  the  medicines,  and  after  a  time' 
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tb  take  but  two  draughts  a-day,  each 
Containing  a  fcruple  of  myrrh,  ten 
grains  of  nitre,  and  five  of  fait  of 
fteel.  On  her  journey  into  the  coun¬ 
try,  file  was  taken  very  i'll  in  the 
Coach,  when  a  tubercle  or  fmall  abcefs 
broke  in  her  lungs,  and  fhe  expedto- 
rated  near  a  fpoonful  of  matter  mixt 
with  blood,  which  gave  her  immediate 
eafe.  She  continued  her  journey;  and 
by  the  ufe  of  the  medicines  and  affes 
inilk,  became  perfedfly  well* 

I  think  it  may  reafonably  be  inferred 
from  the  hiftory  juft  related,  that  one 
lobe  of  the  lungs  had  been  fo  far  in¬ 
flamed,  that  matter  was  adtually  form¬ 
ing  before  fhe  began  the  medicines  ; 
and  that  the  effedt  which  they  pro¬ 
duced,  was,  that  by  lefiening  the  heat 

D  of 


of  the  blood,  and  bracing  the 

veffels  at  the  fame  time,  they  prevented 
the  formation  of  more  matter. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  add,  that 
I  advifed  this  young  lady  (as  I  do  in 
all  fuch  cafes)  to  live,  as  much  as  fhe 
could,  on  milk,  pudding,  rice,  milk- 
pottage,  potatoes,  turnips,  &c,  with 
as  little  animal  food  as  poffible,  and 
that  of  the  lighted:  kind,  and  at  din¬ 
ner  only ;  and  to  abftain  from  all 
fermented  liquors,  except  a  very  little 
red  wine  mixt  with  water,  and  a  little 
juice  of  feville  orange  or  lemon,  at 
dinner ,  and  when  thirfty,  a  very  weak 
tea  of  red  rofe  leaves,  acidulated 
with  juice  of  lemon,  and  fweetened  to 
the  palate.  To  thole  who  cannot  get 
afTes  milk,  or  with  whofe  ftomach  it 
:  -  does 
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does  not  agree,  artificial  afTes  milk* 
or  cows  milk  Ikimmed,  will  often 
prove  very  beneficial.  I  have  like- 
wife  frequently  feen  very  falutary 
effedts  from  the  ufe  of  fnails,  either 
boiled  in  new  or  Ikimmed  milk,  with 
water  fuflicient  to  anfwer  the  evapo¬ 
ration  or  elfe  fwallowed  raw — but  I 
fhall  have  occafion  to  be  more  parti¬ 
cular  on  this  fubjedt  hereafter. 

I  ATTENDED  another  young 
lady,  about  ten  years  of  age,  in  a 
true  pulmonary  confumption,  who, 
after  having  been  twice  bled,  was  cured 
by  the  fame  medicines  as  the  former, 
only  with  lefs  dofes,  in  proportion  to 
her  age. 


D  2  A  YOUNG 
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A  YOUNG  MAN.,  fervant  to  a 
ftage  coach-mafter  in  this  place,  came 
to  me  with  all  the  fymptoms  of  a  true 
pulmonary  confumption,  in  a  high 
degree,  and  was  much  reduced.  I  or¬ 
dered  blood  to  be  taken,  and  gave  hint 
a  gentle  purgative  ,*  and  then,  the 
draughts  with  myrrh  and  nitre,  as 
above ;  and  an  oily  pectoral  mixture, 
a  little  acidulated,  to  be  taken  occa- 
fionally  in  cafe  of  cough,  or  difficult 
expeftoration. 

He  became  perfeftly  well,  and  con¬ 
tinued  fo  for  fome  months ;  but,  ha¬ 
ving  caught  an  accidental  cold,  he 
relapfed  into  his  former  malady. 

I  ordered  him  the  fame  medicines  as 
before ;  but  they  purged  him  very 
much.  Upon  which,  I  prefcribed  for 

him 
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him  a  draught  with  magnejia  alba  and 
tin&ure  of  rhubarb,  and  then  the 
following  :

Of  this  he  took  two  large  fpoonfuls, 
three  times  a-day,  with  an  equal  quan¬ 
tity  of  the  white  decoction ;  and  having

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for  fome  time  continued  this,  and  hi$r 
peftoral  mixture,  he  quite  recovered. 


I  WAS  called  to  a  girl  in  Good¬ 
man’s  fields,  about  fix  years  old,  who 
was  very  weak,  faint,  and  emaci¬ 
ated.  She  had  a  burning  heftic  fever, 
with  a  hard  and  dry  cough,  which 
in  the  night  was  almoft  continual. 
She  had  been  ill  fome  time,  and  had 
taken  many  medicines,  and  among 
others,  the  common  neutral  draughts. 

I  was  defirous  of  giving  her  the 
myrrh  draughts  ;  but  fearing  that  the 
child  would  not  be  perfuaded  to  take 
them,  I  tried  the  following  :

At  bed-time,  fhe  took  a  draught  with 
five  grains  of  nitre,  fifteen  grains  of 
fperma  ceti,  and  twenty  drops  of  pa¬ 
regoric  elixir,  with  fome  fyrup :  and 
for  her  cough,  an  oily,  peftoral  mix¬ 
ture,  made  agreeably  acid  with  fyrup 
of  lemons.  In  three  days,  her  fever 
and  cough  were  greatly  abated.  She 
continued  thefe  medicines  a  few  days 
longer,  then  went  into  the  coun- 

D  4  try. 
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try,  drank  affes  milk,  and  became  free 
from  all  difeafe. 


The  two  following  recent  cafes, 
of  the  different  kinds  of  fever,  are  fo 
extraordinary,  with  regard  both  to 
the  violence  of  the  fymptoms,  and 
the  fpeedinefs  of  the  cure,  that  I  was, 
for  that  reafon,  particularly  careful 
to  take  a  minute  and  accurate  ac~

count  from  the  mother  of  the  boy  in 
one  cafe,  and  from  the  man  himfelf  in 
the  others  who  both  came  to  me  very 
foon  after  their  recovery. 

A  JOURNEYMAN  hat -maker, 
of  this  place,  caught  an  ague  about 
the  1 8th  of  laid  April,  by  lying  upon 
the  ground.  He  took  for  it  fome 

bark ; 
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bark ;  which  having  purged  him*  he 
left  it  off ;  and  the  ague  returned  every 
other  day  for  fix  weeks.  He  then  took 
feveral  quack  medicines  ;  after  which 
the  difeafe  returned  every  day,  and  the 
duration  of  each  fucceffive  paroxyfm 
for  fome  time  increafed ;  infomuch 
that  for  three  weeks  before  he  came 
to  me,  he  was  free  from  the  fever  only 
three  hours  in  the  four  and  twenty, 
which  was  from  about  fix  in  the  even¬ 
ing  till  nine.  The  cold  fit  generally 
continued  about  an  hour.  Every  night 
he  had  fuch  profufe  fweats,  that  when 
he  waked,  towards  morning,  he  was 
obliged  to  change  his  linen.  He  had 
loft  all  appetite;  and  was  fo  weak, 
faint,  and  emaciated,  that  he  could 
fcarce  walk, 
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He  applied  to  me  on  Sunday,  the 
14th  of  July,  1776,  and  I  ordered 
him  a  mixture  for  nine  dofes,  which 
contained,  befides  the  waters  and 
fyrup,  two  drachms  and  fifteen  grains 
of  myrrh,  three  fcruples  and  a  half  of 
fait  of  wormwood,  and  half  a  drachm 
of  fait  of  fteel — one  dofe  to  be  taken 
three  times  a-day.  Having  taken  the 
firft  dofe,  he  had  a  ftronger  rigor  than 
ordinary s  but  the  next  day,  he  had 
much  lefs  fever,  and  from  that  time 
continued  mendings  fo  that  by  the  time 
he  had  taken  the  nine  dofes,  his  fever 
was  quite  fubdued ;  and  when  he  came 
to  me  the  next  Sunday,  (the  21ft)  he 
had  entirely  recovered  his  appetite  and 
fpirits,  and  as  much  of  his  ftrength  as 
could  be  expefted.  However,  by  way 

of 
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,of  precaution,  I  ordered  him  to  re¬ 
peat  the  mixture,  and  take  it  only 
twice  a-day  $  which  perfectly  reftored 
him. 

There  is  no  reafon  to  doubt,  but 
that  the  hark,  properly  given,  would 
have  cured  this  man  in  the  begin¬ 
ning.  But  when  he  applied  to  me, 
his  fever  was  running  into  a  conti¬ 
nual  form ;  and  the  bark,  however 
affifled,  would  not  then,  I  apprehend, 
have  fucceeded  ;  nor  perhaps  any 
other  medicine  in  fo  fhort  a  time*

THE  SON  of  a  gentleman’s  coach¬ 
man  in  this  place,  between  ten  and 
eleven  years  old,  and  of  a  tender 
conftitution,  was  brought  to  me  on 
the  28th  of  laft  June  (1776)  by  his 

mother. 
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mother,  who  gave  me  the  following 
account— 

“  That  the  boy  had  been  ill  a  little 
iC  more  than  a  fortnight — was  firft 
*?  taken -with  a  cold  fhivering,  which 
lafted  but  a  little  while,  and  re- 
£f  turned  every  day  about  two  o’clock, 
c<  attended  with  a  little  cough  — 
“  That  he  continued  in  this  way 
<<  near  a  week,  when  his  cough  be- 
“  came  very  violent  ;  and  every  night, 
*£  before  he  went  to  bed,  a  burning 
«  fever  came  on,  which  lafted  all 
night,  and  went  off  towards  morn- 
<£  ing,  with  a  little  moifture  on  his 
Ikin — That  he  coughed  much  in 
“  the  day-time ;  but  at  night,  a  fit 
£C  of  coughing  either  feized  him  as 
foon  as  he  got  to  bed,  or  waked 

“  him 
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“  him  out  of  a  fhort  fleep ;  and  he 
“  coughed  fo  inceffantly,  between 
“  two  and  three  hours,  that  he  had 
€C  fcarce  time  to  recover  his  breath 
“  — That  he  had  one  or  two  more 
“  fits  of  coughing  before  morning; 
“  but  that  they  did  not  laft  fo  long 
€*  as  the  firft.” 

He  was  fo  weak  and  reduced,  that 
I  did  not  dare  to  order  him  to  be 
bled,  but  gave  him  the  following  pre- 
fcription  :

I  likewife  ordered  his  mother  to 
boil,  firffc  three,  and  then  four  gar¬ 
den  fnails,  (taken  out  of  their  fhells) 
in  a  pint  of  fkimmed  milk  and  half  a 
pint  of  water,  to  three  quarters  of  a 
pint,  and  ftrain  and  fweeten  the  de- 

--  A 

coftion.  This  quantity  he  drank  every 
day.  And  in  the  fpace  of  nine  or  ten 
days  he  was  quite  recovered. 

I  cannot  help  thinking,  that  the 
fnails  had  a  confiderable  fhare  in  this 
boy's  fpeedy  recovery 3  and  that,  where 

the 
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the  ftomlch  will  bear  them,  they  Ire 
preferable  to  afles  milk.  But  the 
misfortune  is,  that  they  are  not  to  be 
had  in  all  feafons  of  the  year.  How¬ 
ever,  I  have  been  informed  of  a  me¬ 
thod  of  preferving  them.,  which,  I 
think,  is  worthy  of  attention. 

A  COUNTRY  GENTLEMAN; 

whofe  veracity  I  can  depend  upon, 

many  years  ago  told  me,  that  he  had  a 

family  medicine,  which  he  always  kept 

by  him,  and  with  which  he  had  cured 

many  perfons  of  coughs  and  con- 
\ 

fumptions.  It  was  this — 

“  Take  any  quantity  of  garden 
fnails ;  and,  after  breaking  their

<c  a  quantity  of  fine  loaf  fugar 
powdered,  and  evaporate  the 
“  mixture  by  a  gentle  heat  to  a 
“  proper  confiftence  for  making 
“  cakes  or  lozenges,  which  mu  ft 
“  be  kept  in  a  dry  place.  Thefe 
“  are  to  be  held  in  the  mouth, 
“  to  diffolve  gradually ;  or  elfe 
“  mixed  with  milk  and  drunk.”

THE  good  effects  of  fnails  fw al¬ 
lowed  raw,  were  experienced,  fome 
years  ago,  by  a  lady  in  this  neighbour- 

E  hood. 
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hood,  whom  I  faw  accidentally  on  a 
vilit. 

She  had  a  he£tic  fever,  attended 
with  a  violent  cough ;  and  as  fhe 
mentioned  her  having  taken  for  it 
many  medicines  to  no  purpofe,  I  ad- 
vifed  her  to  try  fnails.  She  accor¬ 
dingly  took  from  four  to  eight  of 
them,  every  morning,  between  break- 
fall:  and  dinner.  And  having  conti¬ 
nued  the  ufe  of  them  for  fome  time, 
together  with  the  frequent  xercife  of 

t 

riding,  fhe  entirely  got  rid  of  her  diF 
order,  without  any  other  medicines. 

From  the  above-mentioned  cafe  of 
the  coachman's  fon  together  with

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thofe  of  the  child  in  Goodman's 
fields  -f,  and  of  the  ftage  coach- 
mailer's  fervant  it  may  feem  doubt¬ 
ful  which  of  the  two  medicines  is  to  be 
preferred  in  the  inflammatory  heftic  $ 
viz.  whether  that  with  the  myrrh, 
nitre  and  fait  of  Heel  j  or  that  with 
the  three  falts>  without  the  myrrh  „ 
But  time  and  the  experience  of  others 
mull  determine  the  matter;  though 
it  is  probable,  that  in  fome  cafes  the 
one  may  fucceed,  when  the  other 
would  not.  The  latter  feems  likely 
to  be  an  ufeful  medicine  for  children, 
who  fometimes  may  not,  without 
great  difficulty,  be  made  to  take  the 
myrrh.  But  I  fhould  imagine,  that

I  cannot  omit  mentioning  here, 
that  in  the  inflammatory  hedtic,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  children,  very  beneficial 
effects  may,  I  think,  be  derived 
from  the  ufe  of.  a  warm  or  tepid 
bath.  I  have  had  two  inftances  of 
this  kind,  one  of  which  was  fo  re¬ 
markable,  as  to  feem  worthy  of  being 
related.

THE  DAUGHTER  of  a  fea- 
captain,  between  fix  and  feven 
years  of  age,  had  been  ill  feveral 
weeks ;  and  had  taken,  during  that 
time,  many  medicines,  and  afles  milk, 

without 
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without  effect.  She  had  a  burning 
heflic  fever,  a  dry  cough,  (which  in 
the  night  was  almoft  continual)  a 
quick  pulfe,  and  a  very  hot  and  dry 
fkin  ;  and  fhe  was  fo  weak  and  ema¬ 
ciated,  that  there  feemed  fcarce  any 
hopes  of  her  recovery.  On  being 
confulted,  I  ordered  her  medicines  for 
feveral  days ;  but  finding  none  that 
relieved  thofe  alarming  complaints,  I 
advifed,  that  in  the  evening  fhe  fhoulcj 
be  put  into  a  bath,  of  fuch  a  degree 
of  warmth  as  to  feel  pleafant  to  her ; 
and  remain  in  it,  only  five  or  fix  mi¬ 
nutes.  She  found  immediate  relief 
from  it,  flept  well  that  night  without 
an  anodyne ;  and  next  day  appeared 
ftronger,  and  in  better  fpirits.  The 
bath  was  repeated  the  next  night  but 

E  3  one  j 
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one;  and  was  then  ordered  to  be 
continued  every  night,  or  every  other 
night,  as  occafion  fhould  feem  to  re¬ 
quire  :  and  the  time  of  flaying  in  it 
was  encreafed,  by  degrees,  to  ten  or 
twelve  minutes.  She  took,  at  the 
fame  time,  fome  medicines  for  her 
cough  and  fever,  and  became  per¬ 
fectly  well  $  but  it  is  my  opinion, 
that  her  recovery  was  chiefly  owing 
to  the  warm  bath.

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APPENDIX. 


THE  following  cafe  may,  per¬ 
haps,  feem  foreign  to  the  pro- 
feffed  fubje£t  of  this  treatife ;  yet,  as 
it  tends  to  fhew,  that  large  quantities 
of  fait  of  fteel  may  be  taken,  with¬ 
out  heating;  and  as  that  chalybeate 
has  fo  principal  a  part  in  the  prefcrip- 
tions  before-mentioned,  it  appeared 
to  me  not  improper  to  be  added. 

The  hiftory  of  the  difeafe  has  been 
accurately  taken  both  from  the  pa¬ 
tient  himfelf,  and  his  family ;  and  I 

E  4  hope 
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hope  the  reader  will  excufe  the  una« 
voidable  length  of  it. 

A  YOUNG  GENTLEMAN  in 
Cheapfide,  in  the  twenty-fourth  year 
of  his  age,  and  of  a  healthy  con- 

I 

ftitution,  was  feized  in  February, 

A  f  * 

1773,  with  a  giddinefs  and  fainting, 
which  ended  in  a  hot  and  profufe 
fweat  all  over  him.  He  had  no  re¬ 
turn  of  thefe  complaints  till  about  a 
month  after,  when,  being  at  a  play, 
he  had  a  ftrange  uneafy  feeling  in  his 
legs,  that  gradually  rofe  up  to  his 
head,  with  a  flufliing  heat,  pain,  and 
giddinefs,  and  a  profufe  fweat,  which 
obliged  him  to  be  carried  home. 

On  the  next  morning  he  confulted 
his  apothecary,  and  was  bled  (for  the 

fir  ft 
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firft  time  in  his  life)  which  bleeding 
feemed  to  cool  and  relieve  him.  He 
then  took  a  vomit;  and  afterwards,  as 
he  was  faint  and  low-fpirited,  many 
nervous  medicines,  which  kept  up  his 

V 

fpirits  for  a  while,  but  foon  after  heat¬ 
ed  him,  and  did  not  leffen  his  diforder. 
As  it  now  returned  very  often,  he 
confulted  a  phyfician,  who  ordered 
leeches,  to  be  applied  to  his  temples 
— the  bark  with  elixir  of  vitriol, 
which  he  took  for  a  confiderable 
time,  and  in  large  quantities,  and 
which  afforded  him  only  a  temporary 
relief — and  likewife,  the  ufe  of  the 
cold  bath,  which  he  continued  for 
feveral  months,  but  without  fuccefs. 

He  then  confulted  another  phyfi¬ 
cian,  who  ordered  him  to  be  cupped, 

(which 
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(which  operation  rather  weakened 
him)  and  fome  medicines,  which  ha¬ 
ving  not  fiicceeded,  he  diredted  a  clyfr 
ter  every  morning  for  near  a  fort¬ 
night,  fuppofmg  his  diforder  to  be 
occafioned  by  worms ;  but  he  ftill  re¬ 
ceived  no  benefit. 

He  tried  valerian  tea,  alfo  the  tine-? 
ture  of  valerian,  and  many  other  me¬ 
dicines,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
feveral  different  perfons ;  one,  in  par¬ 
ticular,  compofed  of  camphor  and  va¬ 
lerian,  feemed,  he  faid,  to  fet  him  on 
fire,  and  greatly  increafed  his  com¬ 
plaints.  He  took,  befides,  many  me¬ 
dicines  from  quacks,  but  all  without 
any  good  effect. 

His  ufual  fymptoms  were,  a  flufh- 
ing  heat  in  his  face,  a  faintnefs  and 

dejedlion 
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<deje£tion  of  fpirits,  and  a  violent 
pain  in  his  head ;  which  were  often 
accompanied  with  giddinefs,  and 
fometimes  with  fweats.  They  gene¬ 
rally  held  him  from  one  to  two  hours; 
and  for  the  fpace  of  two  years,  he 
was  fcarce  a  fmgle  day  free  from  a  re¬ 
turn  of  them. 

Any  exercife  that  heated  or  fatigued 
him,  and  even  the  fitting  in  a  hot 
room,  would  at  any  time  bring  on 
his  diforder.  If  he  was  in  a  room 
with  much  company,  he  became  con- 
fufed  and  reftlefs,  and  was  obliged  to 
go  into  the  air ;  and  if  two  or  three 
perfons  came  in  together  upon  buli- 
nefs,  he  was  hurried,  and  forced  to 
retire.  If  he  walked  abroad  in  the 

j  <. 
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ftreets,  he  found  himfelf  giddy ;  and 
did  not  dare  to  go  out  alone,  for 
fear  of  falling — fo  that  he  was  ren¬ 
dered  incapable  of  following  his  bu- 
finefs. 

His  pulfe  was  moftly  low ;  his  urine 
pale,  but  not  large  in  quantity ;  his 
appetite  and  deep  held  good,  dur 
ring  the  whole  time.  He  was  al¬ 
ways  worfe  in  fummer,  and  better 

in  winter,  particularly  in  frofty 

weather.  t 

In  the  beginning  of  March  1776, 
he  came  to  refide  near  this  place, 

in  hopes  that  living  in  the  coun¬ 

try  would  remove  his  complaints ; 
but,  in  a  fhort  time,  they  return¬ 
ed  as  violent  as  ever,  and  he  then 

applied 
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applied  to  me  as  a  friend.  I  ad- 
vifed  him  to  take  a  defert-fpoon- 
ful  of  the  tindlure  of  foot  in  a 

i 

glafs  of  water,  two  or  three  times 
a-day  ;  but  finding  that  this  heat¬ 
ed  him,  and  increafed  his  diforder, 
I  had  a  mind  to  try  the  fait  of 
fteel,  and  on  March  the  23d  pre¬ 
ferred  for  him  the  following  elec¬ 
tary  :

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He  was  ordered  to  finifh  this  in 
four  days  :  it  was  repeated  on  the 
28th  of  March,  and  the  ift  of  Aprils 
fo  that  he  took,  in  twelve  days,  half 
an  ounce  of  fait  of  fteel.  He  found 
immediate  relief  from  it,  and  became 
free  from  his  complaints.  But  I  de- 
fired  him  to  continue  the  medicine  a 
little  longer ;  and  as  he  began  to 
naufeate  the  eleftary,  I  ordered  him, 
on  April  the  1 3th,  the  following  mix¬ 
ture,  in  which  the  fnyrrh  was  intended 
merely  as  a  bitter,  which  might  make 
the  fait  fit  eafieron  his  ftomachv

This  mixture  was  repeated  on  the 
eighth  of  May.  He  got  well*  and  con¬ 
tinues  fo. 

Here  was  an  uncommon  and  very 
afflicting  diforder,  of  above  three 
years  ftanding,  attended  always  with 
great  heat  and  pain,  and  which,  af¬ 
ter  having  eluded  the  power  of  every 
medicine  that  had  been  applied  for 
its  relief,  was  removed,  in  a  fhort 

time. 
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time,  by  the  foie  life  of  fait  of 
Heel. — I  fhall  make  no  further  com¬ 
ment  on  the  cafe ;  but  leave  it  to  the 
reflection  of  the  reader.

METHOD  OF  TREATING 

SEVERAL  KINDS  OF 

INTERNAL  HEMORRHAGES, 

IN  feveral  kinds  of  internal  hemor¬ 
rhages  I  have  found,  from  repeat¬ 
ed  experience,  cold-drawn  linfeed  oil , 
with  tinflure  of  rhubarb  fufficient  to 
keep  the  body  gently  open,  to  be  an 
excellent  remedy.  And  as  I  know 
not  any  author,  who  has  particu¬ 
larly  recommended  it  in  fuch  cafes,  I 
jfhall  take  the  liberty  to  lay  before 
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the  reader  feveral  inftances  of  it's 
having  proved  fuccefsful ;  and  in  moft 
of  them,  after  other  medicines  had 
been  tried  without  effe£t 

The  principal  cafes,  in  which  I 
have  ufed  it,  are  the  hemorrhages  of 
the  ftomach  and  inteftines,  and  of  the 
urinary  paflages  ^  where  I  have  never 
known  it  to  fail,  if  there  was  not  fome 
fatal  lefion  of  parts,  not  to  be  cor¬ 
rected  by  medicine.  It  is,  indeed, 
rather  unpleafant  to  the  tafte  j  yet  I 
have  very  rarely  found  it  rejefted  by 
the  ftomach* 

I  have  generally  begun  with  bleed¬ 
ing  in  the  arm,  and  giving  a  purg¬ 
ing  mixture  of  manna,  Glauber's  fait, 
and  a  little  tinCture  of  rhubarb,  to 
cleanfe  vrell  the  firft  paflages ;  and  an 

anodyne. 
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anodyne,  with  tindlure  of  rofes,  at 
flight.  I  have  then  ordered  the  linfeed 
oil,  and  tindture  of  rhubarb;  and  if 
the  hemorrhage  has  been  confiderable, 
I  have  given  alfo  tindture  of  rofes  with 
gum  arabic — as  the  cafes  will  more 
fully  fhew. 

In  hemorrhages  of  the  ftomach  and 
inteftines,  my  pradtice  has  been  to  add 
bole  ;  and  to  give  the  oil  without  the 
mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  from  an  opi¬ 
nion  that  the  bare  oil  coming  in  con¬ 
tact  with  the  ruptured  veffel,  would  be 
more  efficacious ;  but  in  other  cafes, 
the  addition  of  gum  arabic,  or  yolk 
of  egg,  tends  to  make  the  medicine 
lefs  unpleafant ;  and  it  was  ordered, 
on  that  account,  in  the  fecond  of  the 
following  cafes*

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In  the* htemoptyjis,  I  have  twice  ufed 
it,  and  with  fuccefs.  But  as  one  of 
the  cafes  was  not  confiderable,  and  as 
in  the  other  this  oil  was  mixed  with

many 
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many  other  medicines,  I  cannot  form 
a  certain  judgment  of  it’s  effedts  in 
this  kind  of  hemorrhage.  Howevex^ 
I  ihould  think,  that  fmall  dofes  of  it 
given  frequently — with  a  bolus,  of 
compound  powder  of  gum  tragacanth, 
and  two  or  three  grains  of  fait  of  fteel, 
twice  a-day — wafhed  down  with  a 
large  draught  of  tindhire  of  rofes — 
and  affifted  by  proper  ^evacuations 
— would  be  no  unlikely  method  to 
fucceed  in  the  treatment  of  this  dif- 
eafe. 

i  have  been  cautious  of  giving 
the  bark  in  the  bcemoptyjis ,  though 
it  may,  perhaps,  ftop  the  bleed¬ 
ing  fooner  than  any  other  medi¬ 
cine.  For  I  have  obferved,  that 
where  the  bark  has  been  given  in  a

GENTLEWOMAN  in  White¬ 
chapel,  about  fifty-four  years 
old,  who  had  long  ceafed  to  men- 
ftruate,  voided,  feveral  times  in  a 
day,  a  quantity  of  pure  blood  in  her 
ftools,  and  with  very  great  pain ; 

which 
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which  feized  her  an  hour  or  two  be~ 
fore,  and  held  about  three  hours* 
after  each  motion.  It  was  remark¬ 
able,  that  during  the  pain,  fhe  felt 
the  fenfation  of  a  great  weight  and 
preffure  upon  the  anus-,  but  when  the 
pain  had  ceafed,  fhe  felt  no  fwelling, 
nor  any  tendernefs  on  preffing  upon 
the  part.  She  had  been  eight  or  ten 
days  in  this  ftate.

She  was  much  relieved  ;  but  the 
pain  returned,  though  lefs  violent, 
and  with  very  little  blood.  To  the 
oily  draught,  which  die  took  at  night, 
were  added  ten  drops  more  of  the 
thebaic  tindture.  She  continued  the 
ufe  of  thefe  medicines,  leffening  the 
quantity  of  the  thebaic  tindture  by 
degrees ;  and  in  fix  or  feven  days  was 
intirely  freed  from  fo  excruciating 
a  difeafe. 


This 
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This  difeafe  may  probably  feem  to 
have  been  only  internal  piles ;  yet  if 
it  were,  an  inftance  of  fo  fpeedy  a 
cure  of  them  fhould  feem  not  unwor¬ 
thy  to  be  here  mentioned ;  for  fhe 
continued  well,  and  had  no  return. 
But  I  think  the  following  cafe  tends 
to  evince  the  contrary. 

It  is  obfervable,  that  this  patient's 
ftomach  bore  very  large  quantities  of 
oil.  This  probably  was  the  reafon 
of  her  fpeedy  recovery. 


CASE  IV. 


YOUNG  WOMAN,  about 
twenty  years  of  age,  who  came 
out  of  the  country,  had,  for  near  a 

year. 
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year,  voided  large  quantities  of  blood 
by  ftool,  with  much  pain,  and  a  fen- 
fation  of  weight  and  prelfure  like  a  ball 
(as  fhe  exprefied  it)  upon  the  anus .  It 
was  firft  brought  on  her,  by  an  over- 
exertion  of  her  ftrength,  in  lifting  a 
weight.  She  had  taken  many  medi¬ 
cines  during  that  time  without  effedt  ; 
was  very  weak,  pale,  and  emaciated. 
She  had  alfo  a  hectic  fever,  with 
great  thirft,  particularly  in  the  night; 
and  Ihe  told  me,  fhe  had  fometimes 
voided  half  a  pint  of  pure  blood  at  a 
time. 

I  ordered  her,  firft  to  lofe  fix  ounces 
of  blood.  On  the  next  morning  I 
prefcribed  a  purging  mixture  with 
manna,  Glauber’s  fait,  and  tindture 
of  rhubarb;  and  then.

I  advifed  her  to  drink  freely,  when 
thirfty,  of  a  weak  tea  of  dried  red 
rofes,  acidulated  with  lemon  juice. 

She  purfued  this  method  eight  or 
ten  days,  during  which,  the  flux 
was  much  leffened  but  her  heflic 
fever  increafed  confiderably.  Bleed¬ 
ing

ing  therefore  was  repeated,  and 
draughts  given  twice  a- day,  with  two 
ounces  of  tin&ure  of  rofes,  and 
a  drachm  and  a  half  of  tin£lure  of 
bark  ;  and  the  oily  draughts  were 
continued  twice  a-day  befides,  at 
intermediate  times. 

The  flux  was  now  intirely  ftopt ; 
but,  the  hedtic  fever  ftill  continuing, 
bleeding  was  repeated  in  a  lefs  quan¬ 
tity  ;  and,  as  the  draughts,  with  the 
tinfture  of  the  bark,  did  not  an- 

fwer  the  defired  end,  I  directed  the

She  continued  pale  and  faint,  from 
the  impoverifhed  ftate  of  her  blood ; 
to  amend  which  I  ordered  her  to  take 
twice  a-day,  in  a  glafs  of  wine  and 
water,  five  and  twenty  drops  of  fteel 
wine,  increafing  them  gradually  to 
fixty  \  and  thus  her  cure  was  com¬ 
pleted.

CASE  V. 

WIDOW  in  Leadenhall  ftreet, 
about  56  years  of  age,  had  for 
fome  time  voided,  by  urine,  large 
quantities  of  blood,  and  had  often 
palled  great  clots,  but  with  fcarce  any 
pain  or  fever.  She  had  taken  many 
medicines  without  fuccefs.  ; 

I  ordered  her  to  lofe  eight  or  ten 
ounces  of  blood ;  then  gave  her  the 
ufual  purging  mixture,  and  a  draught 
at  night,  with  tincture  of  rofes,  fyrup 
of  the  white  poppy,  and  a  little  fpiri- 
tuous  water;  and  next  day  the  follow¬ 
ing  mixture  •:

This  medicine  proved  equally  fuc- 
cefsful  in  the  cure  of  an  hemorrhage

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1  ordered  her  to  be  bled,  and  to  take 
a  gentle  purgative ;  and  then,  the 
feme  oily  mixture,  as  in  the  foregoing 
cafe  ;  only  omitting  the  gum  ara- 
bic,  and  adding,  in  its  Head,  two 
drachms  of  French  bole.  By  thefe 
means  fhe  very  foon  recovered  her 
health. 


CASE  VII. 


J3ASSING  through  a  diftant  village, 
I  was  defired  to  vifit  a  poor  woman, 
who  was  about  fix  months  advanced 
in  pregnancy.  She  had  vomited  large 
quantities  of  blood  for  fome  time, 
which  had  rendered  her  very  weak 
and  faint  $  and  fhe  had  taken  the 

bark. 
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bark,  and  elixir  of  vitriol,  without  the 
defired  effeft. 

Left  any  coagulated  blood  fhould 
be  lodged  in  the  ftomach  or  inteftines, 
I  ordered  a  gentle  purgative  of  rhubarb 
and  cream  of  tartar,  and  then  the 
ufual  oily  mixture,  but  with  only 
two  ounces  of  linfeed  oil,  an  ounce 
of  the  fpirituous  tinfture  of  rhubarb, 

a  ■  «f  ■  ,  '  * 

and  two  drachms  of  French  bole ; 
two  fpoonfuls  to  be  taken  three  or 
four  times  a-day,  and  particularly, 
foon  after  every  vomiting.  She  grew 
better  daily,  and  in  a  fortnight  was 
perfectly  well,  and  was  delivered  at  her 
fulltime.  I  faw  her  but  once^  other- 
wife  I  fhould  have  ordered  her  to  take, 
befides,  red-rofe  tea  fharpened  with 

juice 
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juice  of  lemon,  with  a  view  to  hafterl 
the  cure. 

Since  I  am  upon  the  fubjedt  of  he¬ 
morrhages,  I  cannot  omit  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  recommending  an  external 
application,  in  that  of  the  nofe ; 
which  has  been  applied,  in  fome  of 
the  worft  cafes  of  that  kind,  with  re-^ 
markable  fuccefs.  It  is  as  follows—

and  applied.  But  care  fhould  be  taken 
to  cleanfe  the  part  from  any  coagu¬ 
lated  blood  $  and  the  doffil,  direfted 
to  the  upper  part  of  the  noftril,  to¬ 
wards  its  opening  into  the  throat ;  as 
it  is  from  that  part  that  the  hemor¬ 
rhage  almoft  always  proceeds. 

I  apprehend  that  the  fuperior  ex¬ 
cellence  of  this  application,  befides 
what  is  derived  from  the  efficacy  of 
the  powder,  may  in  part  be  owing 
to  its  confiftence*  by  this  means  not 
being  liable  to  be  wafhed  off  by  the 
oozing  blood,  (which  is  the  cafe  of 
liquid  ftyptics)  and  to  its  fmoothnefs, 
by  means  of  which  it  paffes  eafily  and 
dire£tly  to  the  ruptured  veffel,  which 
powders,  upon  lint,  cannot  do.
